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THE TRUCE. 
CONKLING’S FABRICATIONS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 12.—A new 
interest attaches to the Conkling-Robertson 
controversy by the elaborate articles pub 
lished in the New York Herald yester- 
day and to-day, and Mr. Thomas N. Nichol’s 
brief rejoinder. Mr. Nichol this evening 
reaffirms in the most positive manner the 
position taken in his communication—first, 
that Mr. Conkling evidently inspired and 
superintended the preparation of the five- 
column wriggler article in the Her- 
ald; second, that the article is full 
of misstatements and misrepresentations, 
amounting in several cases to willful and 
malignant falsehoods. Mr. Nichol says that 
the statement that Gen. Garfield suggested 
the 5th of August for the New York confer- 
ence last summer is, of his own knowledge, 
absolutely false, and is known to be so by all 
persons familiar with the circumstances, and 
that overwhelmning proofs of the correct- 
ness of the statement can be easily produced 
at any time. 

THE “NEW YORK HERALD” LETTER, 
attacking the President, which was published 
yesterday, and excited so much comment in 
Washington, is now generally conceded to 
have proceeded directly from Senator Conk- 
ling. It is not supposed that he actually 
wrote it, but it is generally believed that he 
revised it. Those who are near the Presi- 
dent and are as well acquainted with the 
general discussions and the business that was 
transacted at Mentor as he was unite in de- 
nouncing this letter in all its main state- 
ments and conclusions as a most amazing 
collection of inaceuracies and of bold mis- 
statements.

ANTI-MONOPOLY. 
IN JERSEY CITY. 


NEw York, May 12.—The Anti-Monopoly 
Leagues in Jersey City number already 3,500 
active members. The purpose of the organi- 
zation is to force the railroads to share the 
burdens of local taxation. Of the magnifi- 
cent natural water front, Jersey City owns 
but one public dock, that at the foot of Mor- 
gan street. With this single exception the 
railroads have secured the whole water-front 
from Bergen Point to Bull’s Ferry, a dis- 
tance of about ten miles. The possessions of 


the roads are not confined to the river front. 
Their yards extend far inland, and cover 


acres of the most valuable parts of Jersey 
City and Hoboken. The network of rails 
at the Central Railroad yards cov- 
ers all that part of Jersey City 
known as Communipaw. The network of tracks 


in the Pennsylvania Railroad yards practically 
closes Hudson, Greene, Washington, and Plym- 


outh streets to traffic. The Erie Railroad has 
closed all the streets continuous to the river, 
and even in the heart & the city freight and 


cattle trains prevent passage for long periods at 


all hours of the day. All these vast properties 


are practically exempt from taxation for mu- 
nicipal purposes. Some persons who have esti- 
mated the value of this exempt property put it 


down in Jersey City alone at nearly one-half 


the value of all the property in the city. They 
hoid it to be worth $60,000,000. More conserva- 


tive estimates value it at from $30,000,000 to 
835.000. The Constitutional Convention is to

ANNUAL MEETING. 


New Tonk. May 12.—The sixty-first au- 
nual meeting of the American Bible Society 
was held at the Bible House this afternoon. 
The annual report shows: Life members, 
508; new auxiliaries organized, 39; receipts 
during the past year, $606,484. Of this $199,- 
was from legacies, $265,229 in payment 
for books, and the remainder from donations 
and other sources; $135,634 has been appro- 
priated for foreign work during the year. Of 
the Bible, 1,085,606 copies were issued at the 
Bible House, 3.300 imported from abroad, 
275,983 printed abroad, 54,938 purchased; 
1,158,498 issued at home, and 316,105 abroad. 
Of those issued from the Bible House, 27,749 


were sent abroad. Three hundred and fifty- 
six volumes were issued for the blind, 
making the aggregate 12,349 volumes in 
thirty-eight years.

He was a patriot 
of the type of the Wanderi Jew. He is re- 
membered in our National history because of 
the eminence of his baduess.

BRITISH CROP PROSPECTS. 


Flattering Report of the Young Wheat 
and Other Crops. 

The London Times of April 27 publishes 
3 indorses the following letter: 

O. 18 SaLissunr Suan, R. C., Lonpon, 
April 24.— To the Bditor of the Times: Sin—The 
farm lands of this country must now at this date 
be quite worth ten millions sterling more than 
they were two years ago, through the single 
cause of their improved condition. Thanks to 
some weeks of dry weather and to diligent tillage, 
the fields are now noticeably free from impov- 
erishing weeds, and the tilth of the soil is better 
than it been for many years. So great was 
the evil from the being overrun with 
weeds from successive wet seasons that many 
a cheat ny complained two or three 
y would be wanted to restore their farms to 
an ordiuary state of cleanliness and good 22 
whereas this spring has shown that a cou 
months have enabled the farmer to bring almost 
fair for harvest. Tus te @ peeak main fer che 

r for es a or the 
season 1881. * 

As regards the growing crops, they are all very 
backward, and the wheat plant is not lar in 
color, but it is generally well rooted and is tuller- 
ing satisfactorily. The area sown in the autumn 
was small. nor did January, February, and the 
early days of March allow vacant’ und to be 

ed, but since then it is believed more spri 
wheat than usual has been pianted,of whic 
the harvest results depend, as in 1868, on 
future forcing and favorable weather. In 
ordinary years, late spring-sown wheat 
in England is of but smgil value. The bariey- 
crop bas been now well in, later than usual, 
and is coming through il plentifully, thick, 
and strong. The breadth is large, as also is that 
lanted with potatoes. Other crops, oats, tars, 
ns, etc., do not call for remark, but from the 
continuance of cold, hard, easterly winds there 
has been a great lack of green keep, and the 
lambing ewes have suffered much from the 
want of grass. After the plowing, the land 
bas harrowed to perfection, twitch and other 
pests being clean eradicated. With a few show- 
ers to soften the small surface clods,a fine bed 
for clover, mangold, ana grass seeds will be se- 
cured. Up to this date those wis to lay 
down land to pasture have prudent elayed 
sowing, as the cold winds and night frosts must 
have killed much of the seed. The hop gardens 
are now being poled, and in a few early pianota- 
tions the bine has been first-tied; the shoots are 
backward. An average grass crop is not sapere’. 
time being wanted to grow a good yield, but the 
bitten black and brown meadows of three weeks 
ago are now green and thick with bottom herb- 
age that snould make hay of best quality. The 
Kentish orchards and fruit grounds, very back- 
ward of course, are yet full of bud promise, and 
growers in East Kent tell me they rather confi- 
dently expect this season better crops than they 
have had for several years, fruit as well as corn 
baving generally failed. 

The estimate of last year’s harvest, as made in 
the Times, bas proved a close guide to the facts 
as evidenced by farmers’ supplies for the past 
seven months. A fair supply of wheat, excel- 
lent in quality, has been brought to market in 
the home and southern counties, thereby keep- 
ing in check the price of foreign, while the 
northeastern and flooded midiand counties 
have had but inferior samples, in 
small lots. to offer. These same dis- 
tricts this spring— South Lincolnshire, parts 


of Cambridge, Hunts. Nottinghamshire, . 


and Essex—have not i recovered, patchy 
fieids, starved fields, and washed-out fields at- 
testing the severity and duration of recent 
seasons. Fortunately, the exceptions show the 
reponderating breadths of land that have been 
rought into excellent condition 
heart. Having just returned from a walk over 
some French farms (which I have compared 
tnrough several past seasons), [ may 
observe that both sides of the Channel 
exhibit the same appearances—backward 
crops, but with landscapes clean, dry, har- 
rowed, rolled, and sweetened by cultivation. 
Much of this satisfacto condition may be 
ascribed to the light that vivified the skies 
of this spring, strengthening vegetation in a de- 
gree only secondary to solar heat. The value of 
ight apart from heat in making a good harvest 
has been demonstrated by scientific experiment 
for several years; the actinometric records of 
the Observatory at Montsouris being the 
best with which I am acquainted, none 
that I am aware of having deen 
made in Engiand.

SAGUACHE COUNTY 

is situated south of Leadville,—Chaffee 
County lying between Saguache County and 
Lake Coanty, in which Leadville is located. 
The eastern boundary line of Saguache 
County runs along the summitof the Sangre 
de Christo Range,—the most beautiful and the 
grandest range of mountains in the United 
States, and probably in the world. The alti- 
tude of the range is from 12,000 to 14,000 feet 
above the sea; and itis a continuous range 
of majestic peaks, running from Poncha 
Pass, in Chaffee County, down into New 
Mexico, a distance of 150 miles. Lying at 
the base of this mighty and majestic wall of 
mountain-peaks is the San Luis Valley.

A WRITER in the Philadelphia Press gives 
a chapter of Jefferson Davis’ history which 
will not probably be found in his biography. 
The jealonsy which the President of the 
Confederacy entertained for all his military 
Lieutenants is a fact well established in his- 
tory and easily capable of proof. He de- 
graded Jo Johnston and Beauregard below 
the rank to which they were justly entitled 
in the original distribution of the chief com- 
mands. Ille removed Johnston from the 
command of the Army of the Tennessee at a 
time when he was achieving wonders, and 
precipitated the collapse of the Confederacy. 
Ile quarreled with Lee, who ‘was unwilling 
to prolong a hopeless struggle, betore the 
surrender, and never saw him afterwards, 
the latter being averse to resuming friendly 
relations with the arch-couspirator and mar- 
plot. It has been justlysaid that Lee was 
“the Washington of the Confederacy.” 
Davis was only its too-zealous advocate, who 
lost more through his personal enmities 
than he ever gained by his rashness, 


Mr. CONKLING’s mathematical value to 
this country is expressed by the vulgar frac- 
tion 1-228th, that being his proportionate rep- 
resentative value in the whole Government. 
It has been claimed, however, that he has 
absorbed the functions of the Assistant Sen- 
ator from New York.

Tux decree reducing peasant rents in Rus- 
sia, although it applies only to a portion of 
the Empire, where the soil is very poor and 
unprofitable, will prove a great relief to the 
land-workers, whose conditién has been de- 
plorable. it applies to 3,700,000 peasants, 
who will be relieved of a considerable por- 
tion of their annual payments on account of 
land, while all accumulated arrears will be 
remitted. Those proprietors who have not 
yet arranged for selling holdings to peasants 
will be compelled to do so by 1883. The de- 
tails of the ukase are thus stated by a dis- 
patch: 

The ukase will decree that proprietors and 
peasants may come to voluntary agreement for 
acomplete transfer of the ownership to peas- 
ants until Jan. 1, 1883, when the period of oblia- 
tory transfer will begin. In the meantime the 
annual payments will be reduced forthwith to a 
rate which peasants are able tu pay, and assist- 
ance will afforded them to redeem their 
hoidings. The Government will assume the 
2 — of 9,000,000 rubies annually to indemni- 

y proprietors for reduced payments received 


from accumulated profits ot the State bank. 
now amounting to about 100,000,000 rubies. 


The great reform measure in land matters 
is a striking contrast with the dilatory and 
unjust course of England towards the Irish 
peasants, whose grounds of complaint are 
very similar to those of the Russian. With 
one stroke of the pen the Russian Govern- 
ment accomplishes what has not yet been 
done by Parliament after Parliament in 
England.

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NO SURRENDER. 

The presumption is strong that President 
Garfield is familiar with political history; 
and, if he is, he doubtless has a lively sense 
of the folly of compromises, which amount 
to surrenders either in matters of principle 
or of policy. Mr. Clay tried to compromise 
the difficulty between the nullifier Calhoun 
and President Jackson. Compromise!“ 
said old Hickory, “I will make no compro- 
mise with traitors. I will have no negotia- 
tions. I will. execute the laws: Calhoun 
shall be tried for treason, and hanged if 
found guilty, if he does not instantly cease 
his rebellious course.“ Letcher, of Virginia, 
who was the go-between in the proposed 
compromise with the great nullifier, hastened 
toinferm Calhoun of the purpose of the 
President. The South Carolinian had a 
vision of the gallows, and ate humble pie. 
Ile was compelled to vote for a measure 
“against which, at that very time and At his 
instance, troops were being raised in South 
Carolina, and because of which the politi- 
cians of that State were preparing for her 
secession from the Union.“ Clay’s political 
career was made up of a series of efforts at 
compromise. During his candidacy for the 
Presidency he sought to harmonize the 
differences between slavery propagandists 
and those who hated human bondage. As a 
matter of course he fell between two stools. 

Webster “refused to become a party to 
Clay’s proposed compromise with Calhoun, 
declaring that he would support the Presi- 
dent, to whom he was politically opposed, if 
his righteous determination to preserve the 
Union. But later, in his famous 7th of 
March speech, he offered to compromise 
away his entire political career, and he in- 
stantly fell as Lucifer fell from Heaven. 

Douglas wore the art of compromising to 
shreds, butall his efforts at compromising 
availed him naught. He compromised his 
party into warring factions, and compromised 
himself into the grave. On his death-bed in his 
advice to his children he madea ghastly com- 
mentary on his own political career. ‘These 
are striking examples of the scores of rotting 
wrecks which strew the shores of the political 
ocean ot compromise. Mr. Lincoln’s career is a 
conspicuous example of the invulnerability 
of the public man who steers clear of the 
shoals of compromise. No man was more 
anxious to conciliate than Mr. Lincoln, but 
when he had taken his stand he was as firm 
as the everlasting hills. Lle was quite willing 
that his opponent should strike the first blow. 
In your hands,” said he, in concluding his 
first inaugural, “my dissatisfied country- 
men, and not in mine, is the momentos is- 
sue of civil war. Yon have no oath regis- 
tered in Heaven to destroy the Government, 
while 1 shall have the most solemn one to 
preserve, protect, and defend it.“ And he 
had lost none of his firmness four years 
later, when the Democratic party declared 
the War a failure and demanded that imme- 
diate efforts be made for a cessation of hos- 
tilities“ with the view of patching up a dis- 
honorable peace. To his “dissatisfied fel- 
low-countrymen,” he replied: * Fondly do 
we hope, fervently do we pray, that this 
mighty scourge of war may speeilily pass 
away. Yet, if it be God's will that it con- 
tinue till the wealth piled by bondsmen by 
two hundred and fifty years’ unrequited toil 
shall be sunk, and till every drop of blood 
drawn with the lash shall be repaid by 
another drawn with the sword, as was said 
three thousand years ago, so still it must be 


and righteous altogether.” Ilere is a min- 
gling of the unflinching purpose of the Roman 
soldier with the lofty sense of justice 
which belongs to this age of high civiliza- 
tion. And it is these traits of character 
which challenge the admiration and respect 
of the American people. There is a right 
side and a wrong side to every issue, and the 
people are not slow to discover this fact, nor 
are they at all likely to support the wrong 
side of a controversy.

In deferenee to this 
strong expression of public sentiment, 
which if he fails to respect he dare not 
wholly defy, Mr. Conkling has abandoned 
his domineering tone and attisnde and ceased 
to be insolent. Ten days ago he was as im- 
perious as Cesar: to-day he allows his 
friends and satellites to implore the Senate 
not to humble him. Ten days ago he 


Senate to reject Robertson; to-day he urges 
his friends to sue the President for a com- 
promise, Mr. Conkling’s tone of command 
has given way to that of entreaty. Why? 
Because he knows his position is indefensi- 
ble, and because he knows that he is opposed 
by the best publie sentiment in the country. 
These reasons might not be alone sufficient 
to influence him; but the President, by act- 
ing with firmness and decision, has gained 
an important advantage. Ilence, being 
powerless longer to continue the now un- 
equal contest, Mr. Conkiing allows his 
friends to sue for a compromise; he begs by 
proxy!

It is 
a question whether Mr. Conkling shall 
be defeated or the President surrender. It 
follows that there is no middle course left to 
the President.

THE PURE-WATER PROBLEM. ~ 

It may be conceded at the outset that the 
watér of Lake Michigan has been very bad, 
and even unfit for drinking, during the past 
few weeks, and especially during the out- 
flow from the Desplaines and the canal 
through the Chicago River; that it may have 
caused some sickness, though not a titfe of 
what has been attributed o it, since the 
saine diseases that have occurred in the city 
have also been epidemic in places where the 
lake water is not used; and, finally, that we 
need some connection with Lake Michigan 
that will insure us good water. All these 
branches of the problem will be conceded 
by every one. The next questions are, How 
are we to get it, and How can We get it con- 
sistently with convenience, promptness, and 
economy ? 

The question has come before the Common 
Council in the shape of a proposition to take 
the water from some point twenty or thirty 
miles north of here, say off Highland Park, 
which would require pumping-works both 
there and here, and bring it thence to the city 
by underground tunneling. Unquestionably 
this would give us pure water, since the 
refuse of the city and the outpourings of the 
river do not reach that locality. If there were 
no other way of obtaining pure water there 
might be a necessity for adopting the propo- 
sition and at any cost; but as this method 
involves an outlay at the minimum estimate 
of $10,000,000, and it would be much more Itke- 
ly to run to $15,000,000 before it was finished, 
and must require a constitutional amend- 
ment to enable the city to double its debt, if 
there is any other method that will accom- 
plish the same purpose at less cost that Is the 
one to adopt, 

It is the opinion of many of our best 
thinkers that there is another plan which is 
perfectly feasible, and that is to extend the 
present tunnel farther out into the lake. 
It was constructed with reference to such an 
emergency. The Board of Public Works at 
the time of the construction of the tunnel 
anticipated that the time would come when 
such an extension would be necessary, and 
an extension eastward about fifty feet was 
made, with this emergency in view. ‘The 
depth of the lake where the present crib 
rests is thirty-two feet. There is nothing in 
the way of tapping the present tunnel and 
extending it eastward a mile and a half toa 
point where the lake is fifty feet deep, and 
sinking a crib, which could be protected 
with stone-work about it, that could be 
obtained in the necessary quantity from the 
refuse of the Joliet quarries and the 
canal, and dumped there. The _ exten- 
sion of the tunnel a mile or a mile 
and a half further with the new crib would 
not cost, say, a million of dollars. The cost 
of the present tunnel was less than half a 
million dollars. 

It must taken into account that the 
present season has been an exceptional one. 
The tremendous accumulations of snow, the 
overflow of the Desplaines, and the break in 
the canal forced an unusual body of water 
through the river out into the lake. In ordi- , 
nary seasons the water is not impure over 
two weeks in the year. Assuming, however, 
that it is impure for a month, the water eould 
be taken during that timé from the onter 
crib and the remainder of the time from the 
inner, if it were not advisable to use the 
outer all the time. Had the Crib been a mile 
further out this spring, the overflow would 
not have had the slightest effect upon the 
water. 

Before getting a constitutional amendment 
through the Legislature to double the debt 
of the city, which already exceeds the con- 
stitutional limit, it is wiser to consider the 
plan which has been suggested above, and, 
even were this not feasible, it would be bet- 
ter to levy a heavy tax for three years of five 
or six millions per annum to accomplish the 
work than to pile up the present debt by fif- 
teen or twenty millions of dollars. It is also 
as well to consider in this connection 
whether our present evils have not been 
magnified by those who are willing to plunge 
the city into debt and are always ready to 
pluck the city whenever the opportunity of- 
fers. The same greedy and rapacious cor- 
morants are as eager now as they were be- 
fore the Hire, and until the Constitution 
choked them off, to get their clutches on the 
City Treasury. bBefere they are allowed to 
do this, the city authorities owe it to the tax- 
payers to give the extension of the present 
tunnel atrial at least. If that fails, then the 
other project might be considered. 


CONKLING AS A COMMON SsCOLD. 

The New York Herald prints a long 
screed about the situation in Washington, 
whieh purports to come from “an occasional 
correspondent,” but is generally accepted as 
Conkling’s statement of the case. It con- 
sists in about equal parts of childish gossip, 
a whine, and a personal attack upon Presi- 
dent Gartield. Conkling is paraded as a 
much-abused man, and the President is de- 
nounced as an unscrupulous bargainer who 
made pledges freely which he has since 
broken without compunction. 

The gossip in this article, which reads as 
though it was taken down in shorthand 
trom Mr. Conkling’s dictation, may have 
some foundation. It is altogether probable 
that the President made searching inquiries 
concerning men whom he was aisposed or 
urged to appoint to high places. It is also 
probable that he made frequent changes in 
his list, and expressed from time to time a 
purpose tO appoint certain men to certain 
offices which he subsequently found to be 
either unwise or inexpedient. But it is small 
business for Mr. Conkling to go about retailing 
matters of this kind, and making public con- 
versations which were private and confiden- 
tial. It would be difficult under any condi- 
tions for a new President to fill up the entire 
line of civil offices at his disposal without 
frequently changing his mind; but the diffi- 
eulty in this case was enormously increased 
by the various factions which it was Gartield’s 
ambition to conciliate, It may be said, how- 
ever, that if the President of the United 
States is no longer to have the privilege of 
changing his mind, and is to be denounced as 
a rascal whenever he exercises that privilege, 
the position will hardly be coveted so. much 
in the future as it has been in the past. 

It would be idle to endeavor to follow all 
the items of gossip with which Mr. Conkling’s 
Herald statement is filled, involving minor 
offices and petty disappointments, but there 
are some weak points in it which may as well 
be exposed. 

It is stated on behalf of Conkling that he 
and Gen. Grant were indifferent to the suc- 
cess of the Republican ticket last fall, and 
did not lift a finger nor raise their voices to 
heip it until late in the campaign, and then 
only at the urgency of Mr. Arthur and with 
an implied promise of “primacy.” Conk- 
ling should allow Gen. Grant to speak for 
himself in an affair of this kind. But he is 
in error if he thinks any such statement of 
the case is calculated to enlarge public sym- 
pathy for him or increase his claims upon a 
Republican Administration. It is so far 
from creditable that a party leader should 
sulk in his tent because he has not been able 
to have his own way, and should come out 
only upon a promise, explicit or implied, of 
patronage, that the admission of such — 
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tion of Conkling’s Republicanism, and there 
is no reason to doubt it, then the sooner 
that gentleman shall be deposed from leader- 
ship the better it will be for the Republican 
party, and the probability of such a result is 
sufficient justification for the course Presi- 
dent Garfield threatened by withdrawing the 
Conkling nominations for the New York 
offices. 
Conkling assumes that, because Gen. Gar- 
field invited him to go to Mentor shortly be- 
fore the inaaguration, the latter was bound 
to submit to the former’s dictation. That is 
a preposterous view of the case. It is cer- 
tainly a very common occurrence for men to 
ask advice and then refuse to follow it. Such 
a course has never been regarded as a hei- 
nous offense. At all events, Gen. Garfield’s 
invitation to Conkling to visit Mentor did 
not carry with it an obligation to submit to 
any terms which the New York politician 


might undertake to impose upon the new 
their appointments and their continuance in 


President. Indeed, Conkling started out 
with such unreasonable demands that Gen. 
Garfield would have been despicably weak had 
he yielded. Conkling demanded the Secreta- 
ryship ot the Treasury, and if he couldn’t 
get that he rdidn't want anything. Later 
on, when the Cabinet had been made up, and 
the Treasury did not go to him, Conkling 
transferred his sine qua non to the New 
York Custom-House. All other favors 
counted for naught. Indeed, circumstances 
indicate that the Custom-llouse was Conk- 
ling’s objective point all the time, for the 
Treasury included that. With all the charges 
of vacilla tion which: Conkling seeks to fasten 
upon President Garfield, the latter seems to 
have been consistent and determined in his 
refusal to give Mr. Conkling a monopoly of 
the customs service of New York. 

Another weakness in Conkling’s whine is 
the effort to put upon Secretary Blaine the 
responsibility for Robertson’s nomination. 
It is not clear that Mr. Blaine’s handi- 
work, even if he interfered, cuts any figure 
in the case. When Garfield selected Blaine 
as the chief man in his Cabinet, he prob- 
ably intended to defer to the latter's 
advice quite as much as to Senator 
Conkling’s. In any ease, it was the 
President who assumed the responsibility of 
Robertson’s nomination. He did no more 
than the Constitution authorizes him to do 
when he sent Robertson’s name to the Sen- 
ate, and the President's exercise of a consti- 
tutional privilege gave Mr. Conkling no war- 
rant for blocking public business during 
two months, nor for denouncing the Presi- 
dent as a scoundrel now that Robertson is 
likely to be confirmed. The effort to drag 
Mr. Blaine into the controversy will not 
avail Mr. Conkling, because the presence of 
the former does not affect the merits of the 
case in the least. 

If Mr. Conkling fs to become a chronic 
grumbler or a common scold, he will be a 
good deal of a nuisance; but the public can 
gather some consolation for the infliction in 
the reflection that his change of humor indi- 
cates an abatement of his influence, which 
has been used these many years for selfish 
purposes and to the injury of the Republican 
party. 

WASHINGION OFFICEHOLDERS. 

‘lhere is a strong tendency on the part of 
Senators to grasp the appointment of all 
officers who have to be confirmed by the 
Senate and leave to Representatives only the 
petty or minor places; when, in fact, the 
members of the House are the nearer repre- 
sentatives of the people, and if either had 
any right to select officers the Representa- 
tives should have the preference. Andrew 
Johnson, when he was a member of the 
Lower House of Congress, actually proposed 
an amendment to the Constitution appor- 
tioning among the several Congressional 
districts of the country all the appointments 
in the Federal offices at Washington. This 
arrangement would meet the views of Con- 
gressmen at this day precisely. 

The Pension law passed at the last session 
authorized the appointment of 141 extra 
clerks. These clerks are to be allowed com- 
pensation ranging as high as $2,000 in some 
cases, and in others down to $1,800, $1,600, 
$1,400, $1,200, $1,000, $900, $720, and vari- 
ous intermediate sums. The new Secre- 
tary of the Interior undertook to make 
selections for these places according 
to merit, but the number of applicants 
was legion, and the members of Congress 
claiming to have“ friends ’’—heychmen—ap- 
pointed were clamorous. Three times the 
number of places would not have satisfied 
the Congressional claimants alone. The Sec- 
retary, pleading the immediate necessities of 
the service, appointed the whole number at 
onee, withaut any reference to their fitness, 
and, though he may not have benefited the 
public service, he relieved the Department 
of the mob whose demands interrupted all 
other business. The raw recruits were put 
in at a rush, without any previous discrim- 
ination. They were drawn from all parts of 
the country, and but fewof them had any 
previous experience or knowledge of the 
duties they were to perform. 

There is nothing which a young man of 
ability can do more destructive of any future 
hope of usefulness than to be appointed to a 
Washington clerkship. Such an appoint- 
ment is delusive and is demoralizing. There 
is no tenure of office, save the pleasure of 
the appointing power, and one of the great 
promises held out by the Democratic party 
last year was that, in case of Hancock’s elec- 
tion, there would be 8,000 removals of clerks 
in Washington, and 60,000 other removals 
from office in the United States, and as many 
appointments,—the latter to be all Demo- 
crats’’! 

There are two classes of persons who hold 
offices at Washington,—we speak of those 
appointed and removable at pleasure. The 
first is that class of persons who have a he- 
reditary claim. They are the sons of former 
incumbents, sons of old politicians, sons of 
former members of Congress, sons of widows 
belonging to once fashionable or wealthy po- 
litical families, and linked by marriage with 
the men of the present day. These classes 
of persons carry their hereditary claims 
through several generations, and they gen- 
erally become permanent residents of Wash- 
ington. They have no object, or aim, or am- 
bition in life save to hold a clerkship and be 
supported by the Government out of public 
taxes. They have no education save such as 
fits them to do mere clerical work, and they 
spend their lives waiting for a place when 
out, and drinking, gambling, loafing, and 
talking politics when in; but, whether in or 
out, always idle, improvident, ignorant, use- 
less loafers, of no possible use to themselves, 
to society, to friends. ‘They have not energy 
or intelligence enough to be burglars or 
Communists, and they live and die use 
less drones, without hope or ambition. 
The ranks of this class are recruited from 
year to year by selections from the States by 
inembers of Congress seeking places for con- 
stituents. The only hope of these is to be 
dismissed at an early date; the longer they 
are retained, their ultimate removal being 
certain, the surer they will join the army of 
ex-official and professional office-seeking loaf- 
ers which crowds the City of Washington. 

A second class are the men who seek these 
places for other purposes. They seek places 
in the Departments for the opportunities that 
bright, active, and intelligent men are quick 
to discover and 
seek places at Washington tor plunder, and, 
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active, energetic agents 
keenly bent upon | 
honest or dishonest. Many young 
go to Washington to hold clerkshi 
and who very soon discover that 
if they have any hope for the future 
they must quit that most dangerous of all 
places. Better for a scholar, a man of 
ability, energy, and industry to take a place 
on a farm ‘in Illinois at $25 per month and 
board, than take one of petty clerk- 
ships at Washington. The general outcome 
of a petty clerkship at Washington is a loaf- 
er’s life while in office, a pauper’s life when 
out, or graduation as a scamp. This of course 
is not universal, buf it is very general. 
Members of Congress, therefore, who lend 
their aid to obtain petty clerkships at Wasb- 
ington for young men, are really contribut- 
ing to the destruction of persons who other- 
wise might be useful and exemplary citizens 
at home. 

We refrain from saying a word as to the 
ladies who seek these offices, and who owe 


office to the short-lived favor of Congressional 
Representatives. It is enough to say that 
the distribution of patronage by members of 
Congress has never tended to an elevation of 
the character of the public service; and it is 
notorious that the distribution of Federal 
patronage by members of Congress has had 
a most degrading effect upon the selection of 
the Congressmen themselves. Office ig al- 
ways a legal-tender in machine politics. 


OFFICE IN WASHINGTON. 

The intellectual labors of those who rep- 
resent the people in the Senate of Congress 
are very great, and it is not surprising, there- 
fore, that from time to time we hear of mem- 
bers falling from overwork, and sinking 
under the weight of care in the public inter- 
est. An extraordinary illustration of the 
most engrossing labor which demands the 
attention of Congressmen is that of the dis- 
tribution of offices. The Constitution ex- 
pressly excludes the Congress and its mem- 
bers from the appointing power, and yet 
nine-tenths of the time and labor and 
thoughts of the average member is consumed 
in the struggle for patronage. The Senate 
of the United States has for more than sixty 
days been unable to attend to the special 
business it was called to act upon, its time 
being oecupied in a struggle to deter- 
mine whether the power to appoint a 
custom-house officer rests with the Presi- 
dent, where the Constitution placed it, or 
with a Senator who seeks to usurp for him- 
self and his fellows a power withheld from 
them by the Constitution. To show the 
momentous nature of the business which is 
now. engrossing the minds of Senators, 
we clip from the report of Wednesday’s pro- 
ceedings the following: 

Wasninoros, D. C., May 11.—Mr. Kellogg 
called up the resolution offered by him some 
days ago calling on the heads of Executive De- 
partments for the names of clerks and em- 
ployés employed in their respective Depart- 
ments. etc. 

Mr. Brown offered an amendment callm for 
additional information as to whethersuch clerus 
or employés are white or colored. 

The resoiution and amendment were laid over 


for future action. 
Mr. McDill offered a resolution that hereafter 


the official register of the United States shall 
eontain, in addiuon to statistics required by 
Sec. 510, Revised Statuf@s, information as to 
the Congressional district from which each 
officer, clerk, and employé in the service of the 
United States is appointed and the date of his 
appointment. 

The next day’s proceedings were occupied 
with a consideration of the same question. 
Long harangues were made as to the number 
of clerks in Washington from various States 
and districts. The mighty minds of the ven- 
erable Senators were engrossed with the 
distribution of clerkships. 

That is the question which to the average 
member of Congress is of more vital impor- 
tance than all others. Every member of Con- 
gress has a number of constituents who de- 
sire to live a lazy life, who would be glad to 
live at the public expense, and who think 
their member of Congress should obtain 
ofticial places for them. ‘The member applies 
and is told that there are no vacancies, every 
piace is filled: he ascertains that if the whole 
number of offices were equaliy distributed 
among the States and Congressional districts 
his district would be entitled to a respectable 
number, say thirty or forty, when in fact only 
fourgf his constituents are represented in 
the public service. Upon this state of facts, 
he considers that his people are denied their 
rights, and in fact some other districts are 
enjoying patronage which belongs to him, 
and he therefore becomes indignant and 
talks loud, and roars vehemently that unless 
he have justice there will be a row. In con- 
troversies of this character the average mem- 
der of Congress finds active employment, and 
an employment which suits his taste and fills 
the measure of his statesmanship. The reso- 
lutions proposed in the Senate indicate how 
important this question is considered at 


Washington. 


CHARLoTTR, N. C., was made a “dry” 
town under the Local Option law, by a close 
vote, the majority being only 94. The ordi- 
nances are very stringent and will be rigidly 
enforved—at first.

Men w 
crave stimulants will discover a method of 
gratifying their appetites. We shall watch the 
Charlotte experiment with much interest, the 
more so as it is but the forerunner of what t 
whole State ot North Carolina is agitated about. 

e are the more concerned in this trial, because 

o huve heard that, failing to split the Solid 
South on the negro and the debt questions, an 
effort to accompiish it by prohibition is the next 
scheme in order. We have more faith in per- 
sonal. work and example, in and out of the 
church, than in sumptuary laws; but if Char- 
iotte shall prove us to be mistaken, so much the 
better for Charlotte. 

The idea of splitting the Solid South by raising 
the prohibition issue is a new one.\ It would 
seem to be an unpromising field for the efforts 
of coercive teetotal advocates.
